REAL ESTATE MAN WHO GAVE 
MILLIONS AWAY IS BANKRUPT 


Frederick Brown, Also Collector, 
Paid $6,000,000 for Hippodrome 
In 1929.

NEW YORK, June 25.—Freder- |! 
ick Brown, real estate operator and 
art collector who has given mil- 
lions to charity, filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy today. 
Brown said he had no direct, per- 
sonal debts. His obligations, he 
said, consisted of -guarantees in 
connection with real estate mort- 
gages to the extent of several mil- 
lion dollars. 

He listed among his creditors 
“various and sundry religious, 
charitable, and educational organ- 
izations to which I have committed 
myself to make voluntary contri- 
butions, from which commitments 
I do not wish to be discharged.” 

Brown said his petition was pre- 
cipitated by collapse of the real 
estate market and foreclosure of. 
mortgages. In 1929 he purchased 
the Hippodrome for a price ane 
nounced at the time to be about 
$6,000,000. 

Among his philanthropies were: 
A gift of $1,000,000 to Hebrew 
Union College at Cincinnati. In 
1925 Brown announced he had 
paid $100,000 for “a portrait of a 
young lady,” by Rembrandt. 


ROOSEVELT, AFTER STARTING 
ON HOLIDAY, CALLS IT OFF 


Hurries Back to Albany to Take 
Place at End of Private ' 
Wire to Convention City.

ALBANY, N. Y., June 25.—Can- 
celing midway, a week-end holiday 
at his Hyde Park home, Gov. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt hurried back 
to Albany tonight to resume his 
post at the eastern end of a pri- 
vate telephone wire, bringing him | 
tidings of his fight at Chicago for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination.

HOOVER AT RAPIDAN CAMP 
WITH ONLY WIFE AND SON 


No Guests Invited for Week-End; 
President Will Return to Cap- 
ital Today or Tomorrow.

LURAY, Va., June 25.—Presi- 
dent Hoover rested tonight in his 
Rapidan fishing camp. No guests 
were invited for the week-end. 
Mrs. Hoover and Herbert Hoover 
Jr., their oldest son, were the only 
ones with the President aside from 
personal aids, 

The decision to spend the week- 
end in the mountains was sudden. 
So hurried was the departure that 
the President ordered lunch bas- 
kets, and he and Mrs. Hoover and 
their son had sandwiches and iced 
orangeade on the way.

ESTRANGED WIFE 
SLAIN BY MAN WHO 


~ THEN SHOOTS SELF 


Ralph Vought Kills Mate 
When She Refuses to 
Patch Up Quarrel— 
Wounds Self in Head. 


HE TELLS POLICE 
OF FAMILY ROW 


Mother-in-Law Says Pair 
Had Been at Odds for 
Some Time Over His 
Coming Home Drunk. 


Ralph Vought, a sheet metal 
worker who had been’ estranged 
from his wife for a week, shot and 
killed her yesterday afternoon 
when she refused to effect a recon- 
ciliation and then wounded him- 
self. 

The quarrel which preceded the 
killing took place at the home of 
Mrs. Gladys Vought’s mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Stahl, 1206 Graham 
street, where the Vougnts had been 
living. Mrs. Vought, however, fled 
to a nearby restaurant where her 
husband killed her and shot him- 
self in the head. He is expected 


to recover. 
Vought, taken to City Hospital, 


‘admitted the shooting, police said, 


explaining that he and his wife 
quarreled June 18 when he became 
drunk and that as a result of the 
disagreement, he had slept on the 
lawn of the Graham street home 
that night. 

He had not seen her since, un- 
til yesterday, he said. He went to 
her mother’s home to persuade her 
to forget their quarrel, he said, and 
when Mrs. Vought refused to do 
so, became enraged and shot her. 

Vought Chased by Policeman. 

After shooting himself, Vought 
dropped the revolver and fled. As 
he ran south in Graham avenue, he 
passed the automobile of Patrol- 
man John Manion of the Mounted 


District, who was off duty. The 
officer continued toward the 
corner, learned there had been a 


shooting, and set out in pursuit of 
Vought, whom he overtook at West 
Park and Hampton avenues, four 
blocks away. 


Vought, who knew the police- 


man, stopped as Manion alighted 
from his automobile, revolver 
drawn. “Hello, John,’ he _ said. 


“You don’t have to do that. I just 
shot my wife and myself.” 

At City Hospital physicians said 
Vought had been drinking. 

Mrs. Stahl told police her daugh- 
ter and Vought had been at odds 
for some time over Vought’s drink- 
ing. “He was out of work,” she 
said, “and he came here today to 
try to get Gladys to let him come 
back. She refused, and he asked 
her to come down into the hase- 
ment with him. She said she 
wouldn’t do that, either, and he 
went into another room and came 
back with a revower. 

“Then he commanded her to 
come down in the basement. I 
grabbed their son, Vernon Leixy— 
he’s 4 years old—and ran out the 
Gladys ran out the 
back door and into Joe Angelis 
restaurant at 6286 Clayton avenue. 
Our home is just around the cor- 
ner and the back doors are real 
close. | 

Chased Wife Into Restaurant. 

“Ralph chased her and fired two 
or three shots and then, when she 
he firec again «and 
wounded her n the chest. Gladys 
was crying for help and Mrs. An- 
geli came into the kitchen “here 
Gladys and my son-in-law were. 
Ralph pointed the revolver at Mrs. 
Anga@li and said, ‘Where’s she?’ I[ 
guess he meant mie. Then he 
looked again, saw it wasn’t me and 
said, ‘Oh.’ Then he shot himself 
in the head.” 

In the .38-caliber revolver which 
Vuught used, police found five dis- 
charged shells. Vought told the 
officers that he had been working 
part time at the Dreste Radiator 
Shield & Enclosure Co., 5811 Man- 
chester avenue, and had been sleep- 
ing there since the quatrel.

TRAYLOR QUIETS 
INGIPIENT RUNS AT 
HI) TWO BANKS 


Appears on Floor of First 
National, Chicago, Assur- 
ing Customers’ Their 
Money Is Safe. 


DECLARES “ENEMIES” 
CAUSE. UNEASINESS 


Four Depositories in City, 
Including One in Loop, 
Close in Day—39 So Far 
This Month. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 25.—Melvin A. 
Traylor, who has been mentioned 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination, stemmed an incipient 
run on his First National Bank and 
First Union Trust and Savings 
Bank today by appearing on the 
banking floors and pleading for 
faith. 

Traylor, who is president of both 
banks—among the largest in the 
city—declared that “enemies” had 
laid a well-planned plot for a dem- 
onstration against the banks and 
that the banks had taken steps 
to put themselves in a more liquid 
condition than ever before. 

Both banks were crowded with 
customers, many of whom appar- 
ently intended to withdraw ac- 
counts. 

“The bank will be open during 
the usual business hours and will 
be open on Monday morning,”’ 
Traylor told the customers. “It 
will be willing and able to pay off 
any depositor who wishes to with- 
draw his funds.”’ 

Referring to 
Traylor went on: 

“This was promoted by those 
who are not your friends or our 
friends. Fortunately, we are in the 
best position in our history.” 

The crowds quickly thinned after 
he had spoken, and within an hour. 
bank attaches said, conditions were 
normal. 

Four banks closed in Chicago to- 
day, including one in the Loop— 
the Chicago Bank of Commerce 
with $5,200,000 deposits. It ab- 
sorbed the Union Bank of Chicago 
last September. Assets are under- 
stood to cover deposits. 

The three other banks, all in out- 
lying sections, two of them in North 
Shore suburbs, were the First Na- 
tional Bank of Wilmette and the 
Northbrook State Bank, and the 
South Ashland National Bank. The 
three together had deposits of 
about $1,000,000. 

These closings made a total of 
39 for Chicago for the month of 
June thus far. 

The largest of the banks closed 
yesterday was the Central Manu- 
facturing District Bank, in the in- 
dustrial district just beyond the 
Loop. It had deposits of $3,500,000. 
The other banks closed recently 
have been smaller, most of them 
neighborhood depositories. 

In most instances the directors 
and officers took action to close 
the banks to conserve assets. 

Other banks closed yesterday in- 
cluded the Midland National Bank, 
Ravenswood National Bank, Na- 
tional Bank of Woodlawn and 
Kaspar-American State Bank. 

The Daily News said that loans 
for the Chicago Bank of Commerce 
were pending with the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation but that 
amounts forthcoming were insuffi- 
cient to offset the pressure of with- 
drawals at a rate of $500,000 a day. 
Last September the Bank of Com- 
merce absorbed me. Union Bank of 
Chicago. 

Two Arizona Banks, One With Six 
Branches, Closed. 
By the Associated Press. 

PHOENIX, Ariz., June 25.—The 
Arizona Bank here, and its 
branches at Flagstaff, Kingman, 
Winslow, McNary, Chandler and 
Williams, were closed yesterday. 
The State Bankin Department 
said steady withdrawals and in- 
ability to meet demands were the 
reasons. The closing of the Ari- 
zona Bank left five of the smaller 
cities without banking facilities, In 
its statement of Dec. 31. 1931. the 
Arizona Bank listed deposits of 
$3,847,117.64. 

The First National Bank of 
Mesa, with $451,743 in deposits, al- 
so cicsed its doors on order of the 
Board of Directors “for the protec- 
tion of depositors.”

Reports Housing of Needy, 
Now Under Relief Agencies, 
Menaces Health and Morals 


Community Council in Survey Finds Over- 
Crowding, With Cooking and Other 
Facilities Inadequate. 


The kind of living quarters pro- 
vided for families under the care 
of relief agencies menace the 
health, morals, disposition and per- 
sonality of those in need, the Com- 
munity Council has concluded after 
a survey of housing conditions. 
Seventy-five per cent of the 
families are now living in less de- 
sirable quarters than they occupied 
a year ago, the survey revealed. 
Half of them are living in over- 
crowded conditions. which are de- 
fined as more than two persons 
to a room. 

“Improper ventilation, lack of 
screens, lack of bath, toilet and 
refrigeration facilities, inadequate 
sleeping quarters, excessive heat 
and poor cooking facilities,” . the 
report states, “are the outstanding 
physical disadvantages of over- 
crowding in the poorer living quar- 
ters now being occupied by fami- 
lies of the unemployed.” 

Ten per cent of the families un-

Receivership Suit Alleges 
None Has Been Paid on 


$1,000,000 Issue in 
Three Years. 
Filing of a receivership suit 


against the Cape Girardeau Bridge 
Co., which operates a toll bridge 


across the Mississippi River at 
Cape Girardeau, brings into the 
Federal Court problems of bond- 
holders who have received no in- 
terest on their $1,000,600 in se- 
curities for three years. 7 

The Cape Girardeau bridge is 
not alone in its inability to sup- 
port the bonded indebtedness and 
capital obligations imposed on it 
in more prosperous days. Recent- 
ly holders of bonds on the Champ 
Clark Bridge at Louisiana, Mo.. 
agreed to accept half of the spec- 
ified interest payments this year: 
the company which built the 
Chain of Rocks bridge in St. 
Louis went through foreclosure, 
and the Mississippi River bridge 
between Cairo and Bird's Point, 


Mo., was placed in Federal re- 
ceivership. 
Carl Rude, Harrisburg,  Iil., 


owner of $4000 in 7 per cent first 
mortgage bonds of the Cape Gir- 
ardeau Bridge Co., filed his re- 
ceivership suit Friday, alleging the 
company was unable to meet its 
obligations, although the book value 
of its assets, $1,500,900, exceeded 
liabilities carried at $1,226,000. 

The Cape Girardeau bridge. 
opened in autumn of 1928, and 
those at Louisiana and Cairo were 
the outgrowth of civic movements 
instigated by the Chambers of Com- 
merce of those communities. Town 
banquets, street dances, band con- 
certs and fireworks were used to 
create enthusiasm for the bridges 
and when the campaigns were over 
residents found their civic pride 
had been touched for substantial 
subscriptions of preferred stock in 
the enterprises.

He Aaitse to Return to 
Bangkok to Rule Under 


New Constitution in 
‘Message From My Heart’ 


By the Associated Press, 

BANGKOK, Siam, June 26 (Sun- 
day)—King Prajadhipok today ac- 
cepted the end of his absolute 
power and the establishment of a 
constitutional monarchy by leaders 
of the People’s party. In a tele- 
gram from Huahin, on his way to 
the capital, he said he was in en- 
tire, agreement with the require- 
ments of the new form of govérn- 
ment set up by an almost bloodless 
revolt of the army and navy Fri- 
day, aimed at ridding the country 
of what were described as “certain 
grafting and extravagant princes.” 

The King, who was on a royal 
holiday with his consort when 
his absolute monarchy was over- 
turned, said he had recognized the 
desirability of a governmental! 
change for some time. King Pra- 
jadhipok was willing he said, to 
act as head of the new administra- 
tion, although the period of his 
service might not be long because 
of the state of his health. (He 
underwent an operation on one of 
his eyes in New York last year.) 

Cruiser Sent for King. 

“This message is from my 
heart,” said the King, who had re- 
ceived an u]ttmatum from the Peo- 
ple’s party that he must accept the 
throne under a limited form of 
monarchy or abdicate. <A cruiser 
was sent to Huahin to bring the 
King and Queen Rambai back to 
the capital. 

Leaders of the People’s party ob- 
jected to the use of the word revo- 
lution in connection with their 
movement against the Government, 
which they said was intended to 
institute a government “of the peo- 
ple for the people.” 

A policeman in the palace of 
Prince Nagor Surga was shot dead 
when he resisted soldiers in the re- 
volt and a General of the first 
army corps, who also resisted the 
revolutionaries, was shot and crit- 
ically wounded. These were the 
only casualties. 

The King’s acceptance of the ul- 
timatum’s terms had been expect- 
ed, as he was known to favor the 
franchise for Lis people. 

Bangkok Peaceful. 

The capitai. was peaceful after 
the military coup, the royal princes 
having»spent a°>nervous but safe 
night in chairs and on cots in the 
throne hall, where leaders of the 
People’s party established head- 
quarters of the previsional govern- 
ment. Pritce Kambaeng Beura, 
Minister of Commerce and Com- 
munications, was reported to have 
escaped the roundup of the nobles, 
and his whereabouts were un- 
known. 

Legations were informed that all 
treaties would be kept and that the 
lives and property of all foreign 
residents were safe. 

Newspapers, including the Amer- 
ican-edited Daily Mail, were not 
closed, but were urged to print de- 
tails of the movement. 

Siam has been suffering deeply 
from the world depression, with 
the price of rice very low. The 
recent. maneuver in leaving the 
gold standard was reported to have 
inflamed the revolters because 
several members of the royal fam- 
ily had been accused of gambling 
on the exchange and of having 
made considerable profits at the 
cost of the Government treasury. 
The salaries of Government em- 
ployes re cut six months ago, 
causing further dissatisfaction.

Gabby Street will manage the 
Cardinals again next year. Gabby 
was called into the office of the 
world champions yesterday after- 
noon by President Sam Breadon 
and on Breadon’s tender of a one- 
year contract to continue as pilot 
of the Redbird, the Old Sergeant 
signed up for 1933. 

Next season will be Street's

With a spurt that left the gal- 
leries roaring and riotous, the ex- 
perts and players gasping, gallop- 
ing Gene came down the stretch 
at Fresh Meadow like a Mana O’ 
War to shoot a record-smashing 66, 
four under par, on his final round 
and capture the United States open 
championship with three strokes 
to spare. 


umph in the British open with a 
record score of 283, Sarazen struck 
his stride on the final day and 
furnished an amazing climax to one 
of the most thrilling free-for-alls 
the American tournament has 
known in years. 
Ties Evans’ Meet Record. 

Gene finished the 72 holes with 
rounds of 74-76-70-66 for a .otal 
of 286 that equaled the all-time 
record set by Charles (Chick) 
Evans of Chicago at Minneapolis 
in 1916. His final, dazzing round, 
made under the sort of pressure 
that has stamped him as the 
game's greatest finisher, clipped 
two strokes off the course’s com- 
petitive record and smashed by one 
stroke the previous tournament rec- 
ord, a 67 by Willie MacFarlane in 
1925. 

Just 10 years ago Sarazen won 
his last and only other American 
open championship with a last 
round 68 for a total of 288, but the 
“boy wonder” of 1922, just turned 
21, was a tyro by comparison with 
the masterful shot maker who 
whipped everything in sight to a 
frazzle today over the toughest 
stretch in tournament golf. 

He didn’t make a mistake on 
that last round or if he did mani- 
fest any signs of being human he 
quickly offset them by superlative 
recoveries. He was out in 382, 
three under par, and had caught 
and passed every rival. He was 
back in 34, one under par, and 
had the championship so _ thor- 
oughly clinched that he could have 
taken three putts on the last xreen 
and won, instead of doing just what 
he did—tap in a six-footer. 

Tie for Second Place.

Bausch, a 210-pound husky, per- 
forming under the colors of the 
Kansas City Athietic Club, finished 
like a whirlwind in today’s five 
events, to overhaul Wilson Charles 
Jr., young Oneida tribesman, and 
better by 47.05 points the Olympic 
record of 8053.29, set by Paavo 
Yrjola of Finland, in the 1928 
games. Bausch’s total was $103.25 
—short of Jesse Mortensen’s Amer- 
ican record of 8166.663 points, es- 
tablished in the National A. A. U. 
championships at Lincoln, Neb., a 
year ago. 

Third After Five Events. 

The Kansas giant was in third 
place at the end of five events, but 
today almost lost his opposition in 
everything except the 1500-meter 
run, the only event in which he 
failed to make a creditable show- 
ing. He started by sharing the best 
time for the 110-meter high hur- 
dles—16.1 seconds—then threw the 
discus 151 feet 11% inches to bet- 
ter the Olympic standard for the 
decathion by three feet. On his 
third effort, he cleared 12 fect 4% 
inches in the pole vault and moved 
far out in front of the competition 
by throwing the javelin 195 feet. 

Yesterday he ran 100 meters in. 
12.1s, broad jumped 21 feet 8% 
inches, led the shot putters with 
a heave of 48 feet 7% inches, high 
jumped 5 feet 71-16 inches, ran 
400 meters in 54.2s. His work for 
the first half of the event left him 
behind Charles and Clyde Coffman, 
Kansas U. 

Charles Falls Behind. 

Charles appeared to be safely 
out in front at the end of five 
events, but failed rapidly today, 
suffering particularly in the pole 
vault, discus and javelin. He 
turned in the best time in the 
1500 meters, however, to claim séc- 
ond ‘place from Coffman, whose 
best event was the pole vault, in 
which he cleared 12 feet, 7% in. 

Following Bausch in the point 
table came Charles, 7,378.87; Coff- 
man, 7,360.61; Joe Hall of the 
University of Florida, 7,143.80, and 
Wilbert Lambeth of Newberry 
(South Carolina) College, 6813.90. 

Ray Moncus, Denver A. C.; Har- 
ry Frieda, Illinois A. C.: George 
Munger, University of Pennsy)va- 
nia; Wallin Bowen, Chicago; Gra- 
ham Batchelor, University of Geor- 
gia, and Max Conrad. Los Angeles 
A. C., fell out at various stages of 
the race. 

“Bausch, Coffman and Charles, a 
teammate and former rival com- 
bination, all were trained by the 
same coach, Brutus Hamilton, 
track coach at Kansas, who was a 
member of the 1920 and 1924 
Olympic decathlon teams. Charles 
competed against Bausch and Coff- 
man, when at Haskell Institute, 
while the Indian youth and Coff- 
man fought Bausch when the lat- 
ter became a member of the Kan- 
sas City A. C.

RIGHT minds of the Base- 

ball Writers’ Association are 
again agitating a separate scor- 
ing organization, controlled en- 
tirely by each league and paid by 
the league. 

The idea of the scoring staff 
on the same plane as an umpire 
staff is not new. It was put up 
to Ban Johnson several years ago 
and he liked the idea but could 
not get the Baseball Writers As- 
sociation approval. Recently the 
idea made some progress in that 
it was agreed to standardize the 
price per game for scoring and 
to allow the league to name the 
scorers. But the clubs still pay 
the freight. : 

Now the idea is to have a staff 
of scorers for each league, named 
by the league, paid by the league 
and assigned by the league just as 
are umpires. The thought ex- 

pressed is that the scorers con- 
sist of experienced men whom 
shrinkage of newspaper staffs 
in recent years has forced out 
of positions. President Heydler 
thought the idea would be given 
serious major league considera- 
tion if sponsored by the writers’ 
association. 

At present practically all the 
scoring is done by men who also 
hold newspaper positions. Their 
retirement as scorers would 
make room for unemployed men.

Clark vs. Hay. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Democratic Senatoria! contest has 

apparently narrowed to Bennett C. 
Clark and Charles M. Hay. In recent 
weeks, Clark has made tremendous gains 
out-State. Much of Northern and Cen- 
tral Missouri and the big Democratic 
counties further south are literally afire 
for this Democrat, who evades no issues, 
including the fearsome subject of prohi- 
bition. The fact that he is making his 
fight unaided by any political organiza- 
tion has helped him immeasurably. 
Meantime the dry forces headed by Mrs.

This is because the State of Mis- 
souri seems destined to go thoroughly 
Democratic in November, and Mr. Hay— 
though he would have an infinitely more 
difficult race for election than Bennett 
Clark—if nominated, probably would be 
elected.

The Constitution of the United States does not limit

Both ~ Nicholas Murray Butler and Senator 
Borah complain that the Chicago convention was 
under the control of Federal job holders. Dr. Butler 
says that six members of the President’s Cabinet were 
on the scene, that 37 of the 97 delegates from New 
York were Federal job holders, and that more than 
400 of the delegates fell within that category. 
Senator Borah, who joins Dr. Butler in declaring 
that the convention was not in any sense an expres: 
sion of free will on the part of the Republican party, 
points out that there were 204 delegates from Demo- 
cratic states which will not send Republican electors 
to the electoral college, and altogether more than 300 
Federal office holders who were voted by the admin- 
The job holders, from the Cabinet down, 
spoke for the party. 
Dr. Butler says this is repugnant to Republican 
traditions. He recalls that in 1904 Roosevelt declared 
against the election of Federal office holders as dele- 
gates, and that in 1924 Coolidge gave a stern state- 
ment to the press deploring the sending of postmas- 
ters and other office holders to the convention which 
nominated him. This year, Dr. Butler charges, the 
postmasters were actually whipped up by the Post- 
office Department, as illustrated by what Dr. Butler 
terms “that scandalous incident in Missouri,” when 
an Assistant Postmaster-General, W. Irving Glover, 
urged political activity upon Missouri postmasters. 
There is only one remedy for this growing evil, and 
that is to limit the President to a single term. The 
Government of the United States has become an im- 
mensely greater concern than it formerly was. In the 
contest between Taft and Roosevelt in 1912, the 
Southern delegations were actually locked up where 
the Roosevelt people could not get to them. 
It has never been charged that either Mr. Hoo- 
ver or Postmaster-General Brown sent the Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General, Mr. Glover, down to the 
meeting of Missouri postmasters at Springfield. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Brown, addressing a convention of 
postmasters at Omaha last September, urged all not 
in civil service to busy themselves politically.

A single term 
for the President would be an immense political gain. 
It would enable him to give his whole time and 
thought to the welfare of the people instead of de- 
voting much of his energy. to a second term. It 
has been often suggested that the President might 
have one term of six years. The scandal at Chicago 
illustrates how the question presses for solution. 

The Federal job holder does more than bring about 
a renomination of the President under whom he 
serves. He is also the strength of the party organ- 
ization wherever he is. The proof of this is that 
throughout the coyntry the machinery of the party 
in power includes almost none. other than those who 
have Federal jobs. 

Mr. Hyde, Secretary of Agriculture, was the domi- 
nant figure at the recent State convention of Repub- 
licans in Missouri, and Dr. Butler says two other Cab- 
inet members wrote the Republican dry plank for the 
whole Chicago convention. In the Southern states, 
almost nothing else but rule by job holders is ever 
known in Republican politics. 

It is a pity that Senator Norris, hailed by the 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican as being almost the 


single statesman of our time, is becoming too ad-| 


vanced in years to lead us in all these movements to 
modernize the Federal Government. He is already 
getting rid of the lame-duck Congress, and he is work- 
ing to get rid of the electoral college. It is almost too 
much to hope that he will find time while he is still 
in the public service to lead the way in constitutiona

That the Democrats will assail the Republican rec- 
ord on the tariff is a foregone conclusion. 

Two general plans of campaign are open to them. 
One is to accept the Republican premises about the 
benefits of a high tariff, but to attack Republican 
tariff legislation in general, and the Hawley-Smoot 
law in particular, on the ground that it was framed 
for the benefit of special interests. The other is to 
challenge the whole Republican tariff philosophy and 
to come out flatly for a general lowering of rates. 
The first policy was that of Alfred Smith in the 
1928 campaign, the second that of Woodrow Wilson 
in the 1912 campaign. 

The first policy is the easier and more obvious. It 
is the one toward which the Democrats appear to be 
drifting. It requires no statesmanship, no considera- 
tion of larger economic problems, and can be han- 
died in terms of traditional political bombast and in- 
vective. The subsidizing effects of tariffs have cre- 
ated an army of beneficiaries, wham politicians hesi- 
tate to antagonize. Under this policy, the Democrats 
would fulminate against the enormity of tariffs as 
Republicans frame them, but they would not threaten 
the position of beneficiaries by pledges to reduce the 
general level of rates. That embarrassing issue would 
be avoided by high-sounding and meaningless phrases 


about a “scientific tariff,” and “taking the tariff out

fof politics.” 


That would give further support to the 
charge that there is no difference between the two 
major political parties. 

The second policy calls for courage and political 
vision. It would involve losing the votes of some 


tariff beneficiaries who would otherwise support the 


Democratic party, but the losses in this quarter would 
be far outweighed by gains elsewhere. Such a opol- 
icy would emphasize the larger economic aspects of 
tariffs. It would appeal to farmers not by promises 
to raise still higher the duties on butter and beans, 
or the almost meaningless rates on corn and wheat, 
but would point out the importance to American agri- 
culture of a Europe that can buy our staple farm 
products. 

Progressive business men and workers in increas- 
ing numbers are coming to question the tenets of 
Republican tariff faith; they are tired of the shop- 
worn platitudes about pauper labor, while retaliation 
and impaired purchasing power abroad cut off for- 
eign markets. 
cratic tariff policy would find general support. 

The Democratic party is historically the party of 
low tariffs; it is traditionally the opponent of sub- 
sidies to favored groups. A clean-cut stand for a 
reduction of tariffs honors these traditions of the 
past and meets the problems of the present. 


In his revealing and significant book, “The Way 
Forward,” Robert S. Brookings, himself a manufac- 


turer and capitalist, touched on the corporation as 


one of the principal sources of abuse of the capital- 
istic system. He suggested a limitation of the earn- 
ings of capital through control of the Federal Gov- 
ernment under the interstate commerce law. 
Qpoting Lincoln’s statement that the interests of 
labor precede those of capital and that labor is the 
superior of capital, Mr. Brookings said we must re- 
gard the autocratic power in which “capital has en- 
trenched itself through the corporation device, a cre- 
ation of the state,” and then added: 

It is evident that if the corporation, with its 
controlling influence and in many cases its abuse 
of power, has been the greatest stimulus to hu- 
man greed, a government for the people should 
so modify its operations as to compel] the re- 
adjustment between capital and labor which so- 
cial justice demands. 

Mr. Brookings has touched a sore spot, the center 
of the disease in our economic system. Originally 
created to facilftate the organization and the operation 
first of public institutions, and then of business, the 
corporation has become the Frankenstein of business. 
Feared and fought many years, it has steadily grown 
in privilege and power until it overshadows all in- 
dustry and commerce and is the controlling influ- 
ence in government. 

The late Jeremiah S. Black, eminent jurist, whose 
public service ranged from Chief Justice of the Penn- 
sylvania Supreme Court to Attorney-General and Sec- 
retary of State of the United States, described the 
corporation as “an entity without a soul to damn ora 
body to kick, whose long, bony fingers reach into 
the pockets of. posterity.” The corporation is a 
law-created person endowed by the state with cer- 
tain privileges and powers. It serves useful and, 
perhaps, in our complicated civilization, necessary 
purposes of business. But through its own influ- 
ence it has become entrenched in privilege and pow- 
er, and, either through loose control or evasion of 
law, has enabled those in control to perpetrate high 
crimes without personal responsibility. It has served 
to shield those operating through it. 

The business depression has brought into the 
spotlight many of the robber methods, hitherto known 
but neglected, used by the pirates of finance and busi- 
ness through corporations. We have accomplished to 
some extent the regulation of public service cor- 
porations, the abuses of which were appalling; but 
we have not yet done much in the way of regulat- 
ing private corporations, which have grown to huge 


dimensions. Through the competition of states for

‘corporate business, corporations have been enabled 


to get charters in which their powers to expand 
capitalization and issue stocks and bonds is prac- 
tically unlimited. 

Their immense resources, acquired by many of 
them through plundering operations, have put at 
their command the best legal talent to protect them 
from punishment and to enable them to evade the law. 

The speculative orgies through which we have 
passed would have been impossible without the cor- 
porations and their power to issue securities; securi- 
ties have been thrown on the market, manipulated 
frequently by the owners of the corporations them- 
selves; the public has been deceived and robbed 
through these operations. Every dip into corporate 
and stock market activities has revealed instances 
of the very worst sort of plundering tactics. The 
Church of England at one time declared that since 
the corporation had no soul it could not sin; and 
although the law has, to some extent, broken through 
the shield of corporate activities and punished the 
persons responsible for them, these cases have been 
rather rare. We have let the Frankenstein rage. 

The corporation, however, as Mr. Brookings states, 
is a creation of the state; it is a legal person without 
a shred of privilege or power except those granted by 
the state. We can make it what we please, if we 
exercise the power that rests with the people to 
command their representatives. Mr. Brookings sug- 
gests that since most of the corporations do an inter- 
state business they be controlled by the Federal Gov- 
ernment through Federal charters. If the states did 
their duty to the people, the corporations could be 
controlled by the states, but interstate business has 
opened a wide field of corporate activities. The point 
has been brought out clearly by the interstate activi- 
ties of public utilities. 

As for limiting earnings of capital, that is not a 
radical advance, because the states now limit the 
earnings of capital in interest. They forbid charg: 
ing interest beyond a limit, usually 8 per cent. If 
interest on loans can be controlled, why not dividend 
earnings? Corporations are designed wholly for profit 
making, and through their greed have been largely in- 
strumental in bringing us to the slough of despond. 

The first and essential objective in the readjust- 
ment of our economic system to establish social jus- 
tice is the revision of corporate laws and the control 
of corporate powers to eliminate the devastating 
abuses which have been caused by the owners and 
masters of the corporations. The Government can 
check the excesses of the corporations with a few 


strokes of the pen enacted into law and enforced.

The League of Nations Gold Report 


Admitting gold standard has not worked well, committee finds it necessary, to prevent 
exchange fluctuations caused by its abandonment; urges action by central banks 
and lowering of reserve ratios to raise price levels; this is largely view of gold- 
holding nations, while Britain and others dissent in “titanic battle of currencies.”

the Lausanne reparations conference and 

any international monetary conference 
that may follow, the gold delegation of the 
League of Nations, a committee of bankers 
and bank economists established in 1929 to 
study the gold problem, defends the gold 
standard and exhorts the world to take up 
the golden cross again. 

It admits the gold standard has not 
worked very well, but insists it is essential 
because the extreme fluctuations in ex- 
change rates resulting from its abandon- 
ment impose an insuperable handicap on 
international trade. 

The committee apparently considers these 
handicaps more serious than those now be- 
ing suffered by most countries in the at- 
tempt to adhere to the gold standard. Dur- 
ing the past year, 20 countries have given 
up the struggle and have suspended gold 
payments or devaluated their currencies; 12 
others have practically gone off gold as a 
result of stringent foreign exchange regu- 
lations, and 15 European nations have re- 
sorted to barter by agreements to exchange 
goods without money payments. 

The committee admits it will be diffi- 
cult to restore the gold standard in any 
comprehensive way, pointing out that there 
are four requirements for its successful op- 
eration: lowering of tariffs and other re- 
strictions on international trade; readjust- 
ment of war debts and reparations s6 as 
to restore investment confidence as a basis 
for the normal international flow of capi- 
tal; changes in central bank policies so as 
to permit the influence of normal interna- 
tional gold movements to be felt promptly 
in prices and credit conditions in each coun- 
try: rigorous balancing of governmental 
budgets, and appropriate downward read- 
justments of wages and cost of living in 
each nation.

The report is unorthodox on one point, 
which marks a considerable advance over 
earlier opinion of the gold delegation evi- 
denced in its report a year ago. It recog- 
nizes that a rise in the international com- 
modity price level would be desirable and 
necessary to lighten debt burdens and avoid 
further default or repudiation. It considers 
that this can best be done by concerted ac- 
tion of central banks through appropriate 
control of rediscount rates and open mar- 
ket operations, rather than by abandoning 
the gold standard. 

It rejectg the idea that insufficient world 
supply of gold or uneven distribution of 
gold stocks is responsible for the collapse 
of commodity prices, but admits that the 
world supply of gold may become inade- 
quate to support higher price levels in the 
future. Accordingly, to provide greater lee- 
way for central bank action to maintain 


_ general price levels, even though it is im- 


possible in the view of the committee to 
stabilize them over short periods, it recom- 
mends that the gold reserve ratiog legally 
fixed in most countries should be lowered 
if not entirely abolished by agreement. 
The committee considers that internation- 
al co-operation in regard to central banking 
policies, trade restrictions, war debts and 
reparations is the key to maintenance of 
the gold standard and general price stabil- 


ity, but for the present it places most re- 
liance upon continuance of the processes 
of controlled deflation in each nation. 

This attitude reflects the dominant influ- 
ence in the League committee of France and 
the continental Powers still nominally on 
gold. The British members and some of 
the Scandinavian countries now linked to 
sterling strongly dissented from the general 
conclusions of the committee and ques- 
tioned the possibility of returning to the 
gold standard under present conditions, em- 
phasizing as factors in its collapse the mal- 
distribution of gold reserves due to the ab- 
normal accumulation and sterilization of 
gold in the United States and France, as 
well as the trade restrictions and repara- 
tions policies of these countries. 

a * - 


The League report must be considered as 
part of the titanic battle of the currencies 
that is now being waged between Britain 
and the group of countries off gold, and the 
United States, France and the continental 
group under her. influence. It is thrown 
into the battle in face of the increasing 
anxiety in the United States and France 
about the possibility of remaining on gold 
in view of the growing pressure upon gold 
price levels as the scramble for the metal 
continues to grow more intense. 

Gold has been moving to Britain from 
France and the United States until she has 
accumulated almost as large a reserve as 
she had before she abandoned the gold 
standard. She can keep on drawing gold 
so long as people are willing to sell francs 
or dollars for pounds, which they are do- 
ing because they have apparently more faith 
in the pound off gold than they have in the 
franc or dollar on gold. Gold embargoes 
by the United States and France would 
mean a world-wide sterling basis for prices, 
and this is apparently the aim of British 
policy. 

So far as the United States is concerned, 
the situation is still surrounded by consid. 
erable uncertainty, and the statistics are 
inconclusive as to the position of our gold 
reserves. From the peak reached at the 
time when Britain went off gold last fall, 
the monetary gold stock of the United 


States has declined from about five billion 
dollars to a little less than four billions. 


The unknown factors in the situation are 
the congressional, business and financial 
uncertainties which may affect foreign sen- 
timent about conditions here, and the ex- 
tent of foreign holdings of American se- 
curities which might be liquidated. Worsen- 
ing of the American business and financial 
situation or disturbing legislation might 
start further withdrawals based on such 
liquidation or on further recall of bal- 
ances. 

On the other side is the Possibility that 
an outbreak of political disturbances abroad 
might start a return flew of funds here 
for safe-keeping. Prospects of improve- 
ment in the business outloék in the United 
States would be a most powerful factor 
drawing foreign funds here for investment 
in low-priced securities. In past depression 
periods, such an inflow of foreign capital 
has been a major influence in American 
business recovery and expansion, and his- 
tory may repeat itself in this respect.

The Wagner and Garner bills, Dr. 
O’Grady said, although criticised 
as “pork barrel legislation’’ by the 
President in his press conference 
Friday, propose only to accelerate 
a program of public works for 
which he, as Secretary of Com- 
merce, was largely responsible.

Building Acts Provisions. 

The Federal Building Act, ap- 
proved by Congress in 1926, was 
drafted, Dr. O’Grady said, after a 
careful study of needs. It called 
for construction of about 1700 
buildings at a cost of about $700,- 
000,000. Nearly $200,000,000 has 
so far been spent, and the Wagner 
and Garner bills propose to haster 
the expenditure of the balance. 

“The Federal Building Act was 
distinctly a Hoover achievement,” 
Dr. O’Grady said. “The President 
deserves more credit for it than 
anyone else. If it is a wasteful pro- 
gram, then Mr. Hoover and not the 
Senate is to be 
harged with squandering public 
funds.” 

Dr. O’Grady challenged also the 
estimate of President Hoover that 
the proposed public works program 
would offer employment to only 
190,000 persons. The Wagner bill, 
he said, would give full-time em- 
ployment to 400,000 men during 
the next year, and on the basis of 
s 30-hour week, 600,000 could be 


__ put to work. 


Defends Population Allotment. 

He disputed also the President's 
criticism of the Wagner bill be- 
eause it provides that $300,000,000 
shall be apportioned among the 
states in relief loans on the basis 
of population rather than _ need, 
pointing out that population is the 
determining factor in nearly all ex- 
isting forms of Federa] aid to the 
states. 

“It is too late now to begin ap- 
portioning relief on the basis of 
need.” Dr. O’Grady said. “Public 
and private funds have everywhere 
reached the point of exhaustion.

public agencies is charged with a 
public interest. The distinction is 
legalistic and artificial. All eco- 
nomic effort is essentially service 
to the ultimate consumer or the 
public, it is, therefore, charged 
with public interest. It is dif- 
ficult to see why, from. the 
standpoint of the public, the busi- 
ness of a company which supplies 
power to a manufacturer should be 
charged with a public interest and 
therefore subject to public control 
and regulation, when the business 
of the manufacturer, which is 
only one step more in the process 
of economic service to the con- 
sumer, is not subject to the same 
condition. 

The policy of private ownership 
and operation of certain agencies 
and services of economic life un- 
der adequate public regulation has 
been slowly developed in the face 
of great opposition by those who 
cling to the old idea of absolute 
property rights. It has been far 
from satisfactory. This has been 
largely due to the fact that the 
principle has not been correctly 
applied. An,effort has been made 
to extend public regulation and 
control to all activities of these 
agencies, whether social or anti- 
social, when it should only go to 
the extent of restraining or pre- 
venting such action as is anti-social 
or injurious to the community. 
Within these limits, complete free- | 
dom should be allowed to co-oper- 
ative effort. 

It is obvious that the wasteful 
and destructive syst n. of compet- 
itive economic effort is not adapted 
to modern conditions. Freedom of 
co-operative effort.must be substi- 
tuted and exercised without legal 
restraint, so long as such co-opera- 
tion is not used for anti-social pur- 
poses or for the injury of the com- 
munity. 

This, like other anti-social con- 
duct, can be prevented by proper 
governmental action or a proper 
system of public regulation or con- 
trol, which would not undertake to 
regulate all co-operative effort, but 
only prevent the abuse of such co- 
operation for the exploitation of 
the community. Any action of 
government which goes beyond 
the restraint or prevention of anti- 
social conduct; which seeks to in- 
terfere with freedom of action 
where such conduct is not injurious 
to the community, is essentially ty- 
rannical. But whe..cver and to the 
extent that such action is injurious 
to the community, it ~ho-1ld be pre- 
vented by governmental restraint 
regardless of the character of the 
enterprise in question. The recog- 
nition of these principles will go 
far to place our economic system 
upon a sound and _ thical basis. 


Defining Property Rights. 
The last factor i». the present sit- 
uation which I shall discuss is the 
change in the theories of property 
rights which took place in the six- 
teenth and ceventeenth centuries. 
The principles then adopted have 


since been carried to extreme de- 
velopment in the individualistic and 
pioneer society of Amevica. They 
now demand reconsideration. 
We have seen that at an earlier 
stage in Englis’ history the owner- 
ship of property was limited and 
iis enjoyment or use was predicat- 
ed upon service to the social organ- 
ization. The enjoyment of prop- 
erty ,was therefore a reward for 
social service and such enjoyment 
carried with it the duty of service 
to society. 
In the period of social and eco- 
nomic transition which intervened 
between the destruction of the 
feudal system and the Revolution 
of 1688, the theory of property 
rights was ralically changed. The 
laws of service as :.1 incident to the 
ownersiip of property were re- 
pealed; the right of ownership be- 
came absolute, and free from any 
recognized obligations of social 
vice. 
ee rhe as ahiei ttl effect of this 
theory of absolute property rights 
upon the social and economic or- 
ganization of open gga has been in- 
ngly manifes 
ney a roiiet almost the entire 
domain of the United States, with 
its immense natural resources, ac- 
quired through the common effort 
and sacrifice of the people, into 
private ownership. It has tended 
to eliminate from our economic life 
the idea of social duty or service as 
an incident of the ownership of 
property, and substitute therefor 
the highly anti-social principle of 
absolute ownership without such 
yer greatly increased the bur- 
dens of interest and ather charges 
imposed upon society for carrying 
charges upon unimproved and un- 
used property. In violation of the 
sound principle that all economic, 
activity is service to the ultimate 
consumer and that those engaged in 
such. activities are. only entitled to 
fair compensation or reward for 
their service in proportion to the 
benefits resulting therefrom, the 
operation of the principle of abso- 
lute property has tended to in- 
crease the reward of mere owner- 
ship to an abnormal extent, and 
correspondingly to decrease the 
compensations of production serv-

A Piratical Policy. 

It has thus been a potent factor 
in the development of existing in- 
equalities in the distribution of 
wealth and the proceeds of indus- 
try, whic’ is one of the most seri- 
ous problems now confronting the 
economic life of America. The prin- 
ciple that every man is entitled to 
get what he can from society. and 
to own absolutely what he can 80 
acquire, without any resulting ob- 
ligation of service to the commu- 
is not only anti-social, but 


It has oper-} distinguish the true from the false, 


ture can be laid upon the broad 
basis of justice and equity. | 

It is obvious that natural wealth 
in its natural state, which is the 
product of nature and is acquired 
by the common efforts-of the social 
organization, should not be subject 
to private ownership. It is equally 
evident that created wealth, or 
wealth produced by human effort 
or acquired as a fair compensation 
for economic service, should, as a 
matter of justice and social stimu- 
lation, be owned by those by whom 
it is produced. 

If we accept these fundamental 
principles as to the ownership of 
property, we avoid the extremes of 
capitalism on the one hand and of 
Socialism on the other. If, in addi- 
tion to these basic theories as to 
property rights, we aj;ply to our 
economic activities the principle 
that the processes of production 
and distribution, or the conversion 
of natural wealth in its natural 
state to the uses of man, are all 
only steps in one common under- 
taking of service to the ultimate 
consumer; that each person who 
takes part in this process is en- 
titled to a fair compensation for 
the capital employed and the serv- 
ice actually rendered, and no more; 
then we have a sound basis for an 
equitable and elastic social and eco- 
nomic structure. 

The essential economic unity of 
the western world is manifest. The 
| United States on the one hand and 
Russia on the other stand as the 
outposts of western civilization in 
west and in the east. The Russian 
experiment now represents the ex- 
treme of Socialism, in that it un- 
dertakes to socialize both natural 
wealth in its natural state and 
wealth created or produced by the 
energies or services of man. The 
United States represents the other 
extreme or capitalism, the basis of 
which is the absolute ownership of 
both kinds of property; and the 
operation of which finds expres- 
sion in the anti-social theory of 
competitive economic effort. Both 
systems are unsound in principle 
and unjust in operation, and there- 
fore seem doomed to failure. The 
truth lies between these extremes. 


Gradual Changes Only. 


These changes in the basic con- 
cepts of the social and economic 


system should be achieved by the 
gradual process of constructive 
evolution and not as the result of 
violent revolution. This can only 
be done if and when the people 
themselves realize their social 
responsibilities; reassert their con- 
trol over the agencies of govern- 
ment; and direct those agencies to 
the building of a social and eco- 
nomic order upon the principles 
of injustice and equity. A careful 
study and clear understanding of 
the underlying factors in the social 
and economic structure; a readi- 
ness to abandon outgrown and tra- 
ditional theories not adapted to 
present conditions: and the ‘cou- 
rageous acceptance and application 
of the truth, are conditions prece- 
dent to the attainment of this end. 

This is not a time for destruc- 
tive criticism, but for clear think- 
ing, followed by courageous and 
constructive action. The best treat- 
ment of any social disease is to 
bring it out into the open by fac- 
ing the facts, and by frank dis- 
cussion to subject it to the healing 
influence of the sunlight of truth. 

Everyone knows that the pres- 
ent situation is serious, that the 
prostration of agriculture and in- 
dustry, and increasing unemploy- 
ment present human and social 
problems of the most. difficult 
character. But this is not a ground 
for fear. It is a challenge to intelli- 
gence and courage. 

We should refuse to be fright- 
ened, either by present conditions 
or the possibilities of the future. 
The fact that the American peo- 
ple have learned that the unsound 
and piratical social and economic 
methods which have heretofore 
prevailed cannot endure, is in it- 
self a distinct ground for hope and 
encouragement. If, as a result of 
the present distress and of the 
discipline to which we are now 
being subjected, we shall learn to 


and gain the wisdom to build our 
social system, not upon avarice, 
but upon justice, the lesson will 
be worth the price. ¢ 

I have profound faith in’ the in- 
herent soundness of the American 
people. Many of our so-called lead- 
ers of finance and industry seem 
to be suffering ‘from economic 
shell-shock, but the masses of the 
people, who are the chief sufferers, 
are meeting the situation with a 
patience and endurance worthy of 
their- pioneer ancestry. Upon the 
intelligence and courage of these 
unheard messes, the unbeaten in- 
fantry of the army of civilization, 
and upon their ultimate sense of 
social justice, we. may found ‘our 
hopes for the future, and go for- 
ward with confidence to their at- 
tainment.

JURIES CONVICT TWO, 
DISAGREE ON ANOTHER 


Eight Robbers, Including ‘Shorts 
Burglar,’ Sentenced on 
Pleas of Guilty. 


Three persons were tried by 
juries in the criminal divisions of 
Circuit Court last week. Two were 


convicted. One case resulted in a 
mistrial. 
The mistrial was that of Mrs. 


Zoe Hodges, 36 years old, 6429 
Manchester avenue, a professional 
signer of criminal bail bonds, who 
was charged with being a receiver 
of stolen. property. Two convicted 
thieves were the principal witness- 
es for the State. The jury, after it 
was discharged, was shown by the 
statement of its foreman, to have 
stood 10 to 2 for conviction. The 
case will be retried in the fall. 
Those convicted were George 
Close, charged with robbery under 


the Henry law, and Arthur Harris, 
Negro, charged with grand larceny. 
Close, one of thee men-that spe- 
cialized in holding up street car 
conductors, got a 10-year peniten- 
tiary term. He was one of two 
men who held up George Greer, 
Bellefontaine line conductor, who 
was robbed of $16.50 at Ninth and 
O’Fallon streets. Two companions 
of Close have been convicted, one 
getting 10 years and the other three 
years for an attempt to rob. Har- 
ris stole two grips from an auto- 
mobile of C. D. Atkinson, 5930 Ni- 
na place. His punishment was 
fixed at two and a half years in 
the penitentiary by Judge Pearcy 
after a jury found Harris guilty, 
but failed to agree as to his pun- 
ishment. 

Eight Robbers Plead Guilty. 

Eight men charged as robbers 
got penitentiary terms on their 
pleas of guilty. Among these was 
John Raymond Eaves, 21, known 
to the police as the “shorts bur- 
glar’’ from the descriptions given 
by women in the southern and 
western part of St. Louis whose 
premises he entered clad in what 
seemed to be an athletic sprinting 
uniform. 

Eaves, who was a former Mc- 
Kinley High School athlete and a 
member of 138th Infantry, Missouri 
National Guard, confessed to 40 
burglaries in St. Louis. On many 
occasions he dashed from the rooms 
of intended victims without loot, 
usually jumping out of windows 
through which he had entered. He 
received 10-year concurrent sen- 
tences on two robbery charges and 
five-year concurrent sentences on 
five charges of burglary. The five- 
year sentence is to apply after the 
10-year sentence is served, which 
means that Eaves is to serve 15 
years. 

Jesse Sellers and Bert E. Atwell, 
the last of a gang of four men who 
perpetrated a number of large rob- 
beries, including the holdup of the 
Sarah-Olive Bank last October. 
when $6000 was taken, received 
10-year concurrent sentences _ for 
several of their crimes. They re- 
ceived leniency in minimum pun- 
ishment under the Henry law be- 
cause they were first offenders and 
had materially assisted in convict- 
ing Harold Denman, an ex-convict, 
who was sentenced to life impris- 
onment for the Sarah-Olive Bank 
robbery. 

Harry Feb, another’ ex-convict, 
not identified by any of the victims 
of the gang’s work, was forced to 
take two years’ imprisonment on 
a charge of assault to rob on in- 
formation furnished by Sellers and 
Atwell. 

Alfred Blattner, 32, John Otto. 
35, and Theodore Dahm, 22, who 
specialized in robbing drug stores 
and groceries, received 10-year 
concurrent sentences for three rob- 
beries. They held up John Wet- 
teroff in his drug store at 1533 
South Broadway, taking $144: Karl 
Mansfield in his drug store at 2743 
McNair avenue, taking $63, and 
Edward Reis, a grocer, in his store 
at 1459 South Second street, tak- 
ing $485. 

Two FEx-Convicts Sentenced. 
Edward Dickens, 26, ex-convict, 
got four-year concurrent peniten- 
tiary terms for larceny from the 
person and i burglary. Dickens 
snatched a parcel containing $1473 
from Miss Marian’ Pflueger, an 
employe of the Prudential Life In- 
surance Co., as she stepped from 
the company’s offices at 3606 South 
Grand boulevard on Sept. 15. The 
larcetiy was witnessed by Patrol- 
man Walter F. Bellar of the Day- 
ton Police District, who was off 
duty and not in uniform. Bellar 
drew his revolver, chased Dickens 
for several blocks through streets 
and alleys, and finally wounded 
him. Dickens also pleaded guilty 
to the burglary of a Kroger store 
at 2605 Cass avenue, March 9. 
Henry Bays, 29, ex-convict, 
pleaded guilty to attempted _§rob- 
bery, receiving a five-year peniten- 
tiary term for his assault on Law- 
rence de Gunna, 2313A Sidney 
street on‘April 26.

Effect of Treatment 
Of ‘Gas’ With Ethy] 
Is Shown in Test 


A meeting of 50 station and field 
operators of the Doerr & Engel Oil 
and Supply Co., St. Louis distrib- 
uters of Tydol and Tydol Ethyl 
gasoline and Veedol motor oil was 
held Friday evening in-the base- 
ment,of the Arway Recreation Par- 
lor, South Kingshighway and Ar- 
senal. 
L. L. Wilson, field representative 
of the Ethyl Gasoline Corporation, 
the chief speaker, related the his- 
tory and experimental development 
of Ethyl anti-knock fuel. Wilson 
said that the Ethyl Corporation 
had experimented with iodine, tel- 
lurium, alcohol benzol and sulphur, 
all of which were too costly or too 
unstable when combined with gas- 
oline. After more than 10 years’ 
experiment, it was found that ethyl 
fluid (tetraethyl of lead) was 450 
times more effective in anti-knock 
quality than any chemical known 
today. 
Wilson conducted an experiment 
with an engine hooked up with 
power and temperature gauges 
showing engine performance com- 
parisons using equal amounts of 
regular gasoline and regular gaso- 
line containing ethyl fluid. Each 
fuel was separately introduced into 
the engine through a. carburetor 
with fixed jet with no throttle. 
The use of regular gasoline yield- 
ed a power performance of 200 
watts, turning the engine at the 
re's Of 630 revolutions per min- 
ute at a temperature of 470 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The use of the same 
gasoline treated with Ethyl in- 
stantly eliminated engine knock, 
increased the power output to 380 
watts, increased engine revolutions 
to 760 per minute and reduced en- 
gine temperature to 390 degrees in 
the space of a few seconds.

o Give Up 


Their Lives “jyqi

N A minute island 
on the far edge of 
the Pacific Ocean 
there has been dis- 
covered a pleasant 
brown people who 
give up their lives 
to eating. It is one 
of the happiest so- 
cieties that modern 
science, in its indefatigable search of 
the globe, has come across. When the 
people of New Ireland are not feasting, 
they are preparing to feast. And Na- 
ture is so bountiful, so generous, that 
it is possible to pick the equivalent of 
a nine-course banquet off bushes that 
grow along every pathway. 

Miss Hortense Powdermaker, an- 
thropologist, has been the representa- 
tive of science in this instance and she 
has recently prepared a report on what 
she found. She lived on the tiny island 
with the natives for ten months. And 
during that time she attended 85 ma- 
jor banquets. And she stayed for all 
the speeches afterward, too. How many 
lesser feasts there were Miss Powder- 
maker does not even attempt to say. 

Almost anything will serve to jus- 
tify a feast. The cutting of a child's 
first tooth is always an excuse, as is 
the child’s birth, his christening and 
the fact that he is gaining in weight 
and strength. After listing al] the con- 
ventional occagions celebrated with 
feasts during her stay in New Ireland, 
such as 32 “‘after death feasts,”’ eight 
‘in payment for economic services,’’ 
Miss Powdermaker lists the following 
miscellaneous feasts: 

“‘Abundance of some particular food, 
9; baby cutting his first tooth, 1; giv- 
ing of name to infant, 1; recovery 
from illness, 2; settlement of quarrel, 
1; because infant is strong, 1; for pos- 
sible mates of infant, 1; and of folk- 
tale telling period, 1; for my depart- 
ure, 1; for my servant's departure, 1; 
just for sociability, 1."' a 

New Ireland lies to the east of New 
Guinea, one of the islands of the Bis- 
Archipelago. Its long, narrow 
shape is covered with volcanic moun- 
tains and is for the most part unex- 
Among the native Menlanes- 
fans many of the aspect of a primitive 
society, such as the ritual house for the 
survive. Their principal article 
of food is taro which grows weedlike, 
vielding a starchy root. But there are 
coconuts in abundance, a kind of wild 
pig that the natives have domesticated. 
sago, fish, yams, crabs, pawpaws, tur- 
tles and many other staple articles of 
food 

lt is perhaps true that these people 
have remained as untouched by white 
civilization as any group in the world. 
There has been little to attract the cu- 
pidity of exploiting whites. New Ire- 
land has a wild, untouched beauty, ac- 
cording to travelers’ accounts. In the

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forests, as in Dutch New Guinea, are 
the fabulous birds of paradise and 
there are butterflies of incredible size 
and color, like swift, brilliartly-plum- 
aged birds in the tropical sunlight. The 
natives are on the whole bandsome 
and of good physique. 

Miss Powdermaker gives a prelimi- 
nary report of her studies in New Ire- 
land in the current number of The 
American Anthropologist. The study 
was conducted under the auspices of 
the Australian National Research 
Council and Miss Powdermaker is now 
preparing the balance of her material 
for publication in this country. 

“The feast provides,’’ Miss Powder- 
maker writes, ‘‘not only an‘opportu- 
nity for the society to express collec- 
tively those sentiments which main- 
tain its existence, but it also. serves 


,more concretely as the occasion for the 


transaction of much of the business 
and social (apart from ritual) life of 
the community. It is at the feasts 
that trade is carried on. Payments are 
made for objects and services and fu- 
ture trading operations are arranged. 
On the same occasion individuals and 
groups exchange gifts. Frequently a 
feast becomes a meeting where matters 
of importance are discussed, and final- 
ly a sociable occasion for both sexes, 
when jokes and gossip are exchanged. 


OD ine second function affects 
the relation of the individual 
to his group and the relations 
between several individuals. The na- 
tive’s explanation of why he gives a 
feast is that he must do so to gain 
prestige. Rather does he put it in a 
negative way; that, unless he gives a 
a feast on any of the occasions 
which demand one, he will be a per- 
son of no account; everyone will 
talk about him in a derogatory fash- 


ion, saying that he has no food or 
wealth, and is not able to egive a 
feast. 


“To a native this kind of gossip Vs 
Inost noxious, For a lowering of 
the native'’s prestige must be avoided 
at any cost, and the number and the 
size of the feasts he gives are most 
important in affecting his position.

‘‘Around food is focused much of the 
prestige of an individual in his family. 
Here a man’s standing is largely de- 
pendent upon his ability as a food pro- 
vider and the woman’s upon her in- 
dustry in preparing the food. Failure 
on the part of either partner to fulfill 
these obligations is sufficient cause for 
a divorce.,’’ 

Most of the feasts are held in the 
cemetery. And women are not allowed 
in the cemetery except on the occasion 
of a burial. An exception was made 
for Miss Powdermaker. At 75 of the 
85 banquets she attended she was the 
only woman present. The native wom- 
en don't seem to mind very much— it 
may be they're just as happy to have 
a gossip by themselves when they fin- 
ish preparing the food that is served 
to the men. 


The whole community helps to pre- 


pare for the feast. Early in the morn- 
ing the women bring their taro to the 
community cook house. With the aid 
of the older girls, they prepare the 
taro for baking, scraping off the skin 
with a utensil made from a shell. The 
scraped taro root is then wrapped in 
leaves and is ready for baking. There 
are ways, of course, in which this is 
varied. Shreded coconut is some- 
times added. 

The next task is to prepare the liga, 
the stone oven in which the food is 
to be cooked. A fire is made and 
stones are heated. Then the food is 
placed between these stones and the 
whole is covered with leaves and sand. 
This is really a fireless cooker. When 
the food is baked it is removed from 
the liga. 

While the men of the hamlet give 
some help, it is in a desultory way. 
They work in groups of two or three, 
wrapping a fish or a pig in leaves, 
preparatory to roasting it. A man may 
tend to the liga and then loll about 
for a half hour or so until it occurs 
to him to do something else. The wom- 
en work much more steadily. For a 
major feast it takes the women at 
least three or four hours to prepare 
the taro. 

But when they have finished, and 
while it is baking, they have several 


They sit in the 


hours for sociability. 
same place, near the liga, smoking 
their pipes and chatting. ‘“‘Gossip is 
exchanged, jokes are told and followed 
with appreciative laughter. The men 
in the meantime are a short distance 
away, on the beach, in the compound 
in front of the men’s house or some 
other house, in groups of two or three, 
smoking and chatting but not in any 
large group. This period while the 
food is baking in the liga is an easy, 
convivial, feminine communal occa- 
sion, as is the eating which follows 
for the men.’’ 


HERE are, however, definite 
rites in connection with the 
feasting of the men. There are 


rigid rules of etiquette, scrupulously 
observed. The men. sit on the 
ground around the sides of the cem- 
etery. At one end is the pile of food 
and near it the host, or hosts. 
It is customary for the host to open 
the bundles of food which have been 
carried from the liga and then 
make a speech to his guests, ex- 
plaining the purpose of the banquet 
and naming those who have contribut- 
ed to it. Several young men of the 
village serve as waiters. Before every 
two or three guests they place a long 
green banana leaf which serves as 
plate and table cloth for these groups. 
The waiters next evenly distribute the 
food on these leaves, each guest get- 
ting exactly the same amount. No one 
begins to eat until each person present 
has been served. And the host never 
eats at all. It would be a most shock- 
ing breach of etiquette if he were to 
take so much as a mouthful of taro. 

In many ways, ironically, our own 
banquets parallel those of the happy 
banqueters of New Ireland. When 
they have finished eating, they take 
up the business of the day—-sumewhat

If the pigs have been eaten at 
the feast, the host, with the ostenta- 
tion typical of certain noisy spenders 
in the pre-depression era, calls for the 
check and pays it. He does this by 
holding up a string of shell currency 
~—the old bankroll—and announcing 
to whom he is paying it and for what 
purpose. Sometimes, Miss Powder- 
maker adds, if the feast Das been a 
very large one, the payment is made 
outside the cemetery so that the host 
can pay the women who have supplied 
pigs as well as the men. She attended 


one feast at which there were 500 
guests. 
Next comes the gift exchange. Cus- 


tomarily not all the pigs are exchanged 
and large portions, a head or half the 
body, will be presented to one of the 
guests—-sometimes this is in repay- 
ment of a similar courtesy received at 
a previous banquet. These gifts are 
made with great ceremony. The name 
of the person so honored is called out 
by the host and then the waiter brings 
the gift to him. 

Discussion follows. If dance re- 
hearsals are in progress, one man will 
make a speech exhorting the men to 
dance well and to practice rigorously. 
Or the chief and the leading villagers 
may lay plans for another big feast. 

“Or, perhaps, as happened at one 
feast I attended, the weather was the 
subject of discussion. The rainy sea- 
son. time of the northwest monsoon, 
had begun and for several weeks there 
had been a deluge of rain. Everyone 
was disgusted at having to slide about 
in the wet mud, and much more ge- 
rious was the threatened danger to the 
taro crops. After the men had fin- 
ished eating, the old and rather fa- 
mous rain magician, Bullagot, made a 
long speech, encouraging the men and 
telling them that the excessive amount 
of rain was due to the magician of a 
neighboring village, but that he would 
counteract this by making his own 
magic stop the rain. He was followed 
by other old men, all making speeches 
of a similar nature, exhorting people 
not to be downhearted, saying that 


Bullagot would stop the rain. The

Attached to British headquarters in 
Cape Town, he not only furnished the 
Boers with daily information, but or- 
ganized a plan for the complete de- 
struction of Cape Town itself by fire. 
Meeting secretly with a number of 
Boer sympathizers in that city, he pro- 
vided that at a given hour high-explo- 
sive bombs were to be set off at 20 dif- 
ferent places. One was to be set off 
so that the city’s water supply would 
be crippled, insuring the complete de- 
struction of Capt Town by fire. 


HIS daring plan missed succeed- 
ing by less than six hours when 
one of the conspirators lost heart 
and revealed the entire plot to the 
authorities. Duquesne was arrested 
while having dinner with Kitchener at 
the Governor-General’s home. He was 
court-martialed, proudly confessed his 
allegiance to the Boers, denounced the 


‘British for what they had done to his 


family and country and repeated his 
oath of vengeance. He was sentenced 
to be shot next morning. 

Then he successfully bargained with 
the authorities to have his death sen- 
tence commuted to life imprisonment, 
promising in turn to give them the key 
to the Boer secret military code. This 
was done—although the British didn't 
know what Duquesne knew—namely, 
that the Boer code was going to be 
changed in a few days. At Cape Town 
he missed, by a matter of seconds, an 
attempted jail break, and was ordered 
deported, along with other Boer pris- 
oners, to the new British prison on 
Boaz Island, in the Bahamas. 

Here he became a trusty, and later, 
with two other Boers, one night made 


Margaret, owned by Isaac Emerson of 
Baltimore. He forced the sailor to 
change clothes with him, and himself 
boarded the vacht in the man’s place, 
just as she was about to sail. The 
fraud was discovered at sea, but Du- 
quesne told a plausible story and was 
permitted to take the sailor's place, al- 
though it was understood that he was 
to be turned over to fmnmigration 
authorities when the vessel reached 
Baltimore. But in Chesapeake Bay, 
Duquesne went overboard, swam to 
shore and finally made his way to New 
York. The Boer War was over, but 
there were Boers in New York who 
knew Duquesne and his family and 
who helped him get a fresh start. This 
was in 1904, when Duquesne was only 
24 years old. 

He became a journalist, wrote high- 
ly esteemed articles on Africa which 
newspapers and magazines were glad to 
publish; wrote several books, became 
a correspondent for English and 
French newspapers, and even rose to 
be an editor of the New York Sun. The 
1909 ‘‘Who's Who in New York” de- 
votes a half-column to him, showing 
that he was a distinguished journalist 
and author, a member of a number of 
clubs and well on his way to a bril- 
liant career in letters, if he chose to 
pursue it. But he went to Asia to 
serve aS a war correspondent in the 
Russo-Japanese War, reported some of 
the British activities in Egypt ana 
Northern Africa and returned to the 
United States.

When the war broke, Duquesne, 
ever mindful of his oath against Brit- 
ain, saw his chance and promptly be- 
came an agent of the German Govern- 


ment. 


UCH of England's war materials 

were imported from South 

America. Duquesne bobbed up 
at South American shipping points in 
the guise of an eccentric botanist and 
inineralogist. On British ships bound 
directly for England, or indirectly by 
way of nearby neutral ports, he man- 
aged to ship a number of boxes, some 
supposedly containing minerals, others 
containing rare plants or bulbs. Most 
of these ships were never heard of 
again. The boxes contained high ex- 
plosives, timed to blow up the ship 
when at sea. 

Duquesne also engineered the bomb- 
ing of several important British coal- 
ing stations. 

On one of these ships, the S. S. Ten- 
nyson, there was an explosion on Feb- 
ruary 8, 1916, off the coast of Brazil. 
Three sailors were killed, but the ship 
had not been destroyed. Some of the 
bombs were defective and had not ex- 
ploded. It was discovered that the

OWEVER that may be, England 
began to make efforts to extra- 
dite him. While this was taking 
place, Duquesne was about to be taken 
to Sing Sing. He suddenly faked pa- 


ralysis of both legs. He did it so suc-_ 


cessfully that not only were the police 
fooled, but also the three or four doc- 
tors who examined him. So instead of 
going to Sing Sing he was placed in the 
prison ward of Bellevue Hospital. 

One day the man occupying the next 
cot received a gift of bananas from his 
sweetheart. He gave the fruit to Du- 
guesne. And, as had been planned, 
Duquesne found tiny saws in each 
banana. With his wheel chair by the 
barred window, Duquesne spent many 
hours absorbed in the birds outside— 
at the same time sawing the bars when 
the guards weren't looking. On the 
very night before he was to be turned 
over to the British authorities for ex- 
tradition and undoubted execution, he 
pulled out the two weakened bars, 
dropped two stories to the ground, 
climbed a nine-foot brick wall and an 
iron fence. It wasn't until the next 
morning, at least six hours after he 
had made his escape, that the guards 
discovered that his cot was occupied 
by a dummy made of pillows. 

Duquesne got some money from 
friends and went to Boston. The fa- 
mous Boston police strike broke out 
at about that time, and he got a job as 
policeman. One of his first acts was 
to rifle the files at headquarters and 
destroy all the circulars that the New 
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that strangely coincide with scars 
from wounds received by Duquesne in 
the Boer War and in other engage- 
ments. The New York police, how 
ever, can make no _ identification 
through finger-print records, for the 
simple reason that the department has 
lost the records that were in their 
files! 

The British Government has already 
set in motion machinery to extradite 
the prisoner, although Clement Wood 
has engaged the services of no less an 
attorney than Arthur Garfield Hayes 
to defend the prisoner and to prevent 
extradition, if possible. 

Wood was asked why he was so in- 
terested in defending the prisoner if 
the man isn’t Duquesne, to which he 
replies: 

“Craven is a friend of mine and 
that’s why I want to help him. And 
if, as the police seem to think, he is 
Duquesne, that’s all the more reason 
for helping him. It certainly would be 
a damned shame, with the war ended 
so many years, to allow England to 
shoot him now.”’ 

The New York police, of course, are 
not too kindly disposed toward Craven 
for they believe him to be the Du- 
quesne who escaped from their hands 
13 years ago. And the British Gov- 
ernment has no love for the man who 
was one of the most successful agents 
working against them during the war 
If Craven is the brilliant and gifted 
Fritz Duquesne and if he escapes from 
his present predicament, it will be one 
of the most astonishing episodes in a 
career studded with daring deeds and 
brilliant escapes.

their own. Already they have madea 
beginning. A group of jobless men 
produced a very creditable minstrel 
show, with ample talent, some of 
which might even have graced a pro- 
fessional production. In fact, some of 
the players were former professionals, 
down on their luck. 

It was strange how the idea for the 
minstrel show took root. It came out 
of the air, one might almost say. For 
a number of Sunday afternoons vari- 
ous dramatic groups about the city 
had been producing, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. H. Langdon Brown, one- 
act plays at the Bishop Tuttle Memori- 
al Auditorium for an audience of the 
unemployed —an eager, responsive 
audience that was not too critical of 
amateur efforts. After the first four 
or five Sundays it was a capacity audi- 
ence, the standing room only sign 
hung out and many standees. 

Miss Gertrude Knott, executive head 
of the Dramatic League, and Dean Sid- 
ney E. Sweet of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, got to know many of the men in 
this strange audience. Several of them 
had been troupers in their day. These 
men put on skits and turns during the 
luncheon and social hour that followed 
each one of the plays. 

It pleased the men enormously to 
know that some of their own number 
had talent as singers, hoofers, wise- 
crackers. There was Will Ward, who 
once, according to his story, traveled 
around the country with his own 
troupe of minstrels, And Mr. Down- 
ing-—tall, dignified and with a native 
vift of wit and humor, the ability to 
caricature a gesture or an inflection 
so as to draw an unfailing laugh. Mr. 
Downing had never been on the stage, 
but he wanted to be. He was 85 years 
old. Then there was a former singer 
from a St. Louis broadcasting studio. 
And of latent, undeveloped talent it 
seemed there was enough, from this 
regular audience of 750 men, for a 
half-dozen minstrel shows. 

At any rate, the idea got circulated, 
a capable director was found in Mrs.

The players had such a good time 
that they wanted to do it all over 
again. There was a second night per- 
formance, and even then Mr. Downing 
was not satisfied: He hoped a tour 
about the city could be arranged.

But the 
minstrel show had served to show the 
need for some such outlet for those 
who sit idle day after day, with no re- 
sources, and no expectation but the 
visitor from the Provident Association. 

It was from this modest minstrel 
show that the idea came for theaters 
for St. Louis’ unemployed. While all 
details have not been settled, the main 
outline of the plan has taken rapid 
shape under Miss Knott’s direction in 
recent weeks. 


HERE will be 10 centers where 
the jobless wiil be able to 
produce their own plays. As 
now planned, they will produce a one- 
act play every two weeks, - later, 
perhaps, full-length plays. On alter- 
nate weeks they will see produc- 
tions by other dramatic organiza- 
tions. Already Miss Knott has secured 
the co-operation of various high school 
dramatic organizations, industrial dra- 
matic clubs and amateur players in 
other divisions of the Dramatic 
League. 

“We believe there is a great need 
for this work,’’ Miss Knott says. ‘“‘We 
afte confident of an immediate re- 
sponse. It is not that the unemployed 
prefer to sit idle in their one room 
or two rooms, with no prospect but 
that of despair. 

‘‘And there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will choose good plays 
when they get a start. It is not too 
much to hope that they will do serious 
plays, those of Shaw and others who 
dissect the problems of the present 
day, and realistic plays which deal 
with the facts of modern industrial 
life. 

“Of course, that is looking into the 
future. We shall be content to begin 
modestly. At least three of the cen- 
ters will be in neighborhood settle- 
ments where there is already a nucleus 
of a dramatic group. For example, 
young men at Wesley House did a fine 
production of ‘When a Ship Goes 
Down.’

“IT then came 
back to Zeigler 
and again 
went into the 
mine, but I 
was all the 
time sick and 
could not 
stand it. I had 
saved no mon- 
ey and could 
not live off my 
friends. 

“Tl was afraid 
they would send 
me to a hospital or 
poor farm, and it 
made me tired of 
life, yet I did not 
want to kill myself. I 
finally decided that I 
would go into the deep 
woods, where no one would 
see me, and there risk making 
my living without help from any- 
one. I first went east of Zeigler and 
built a rough shack and stayed there 
four years. It was a hard life and at 
times I would almost decide to go back 
to my friends, but then I would know 
that I could not work to pay my way 
and would be a burden. So I would 
decide to stay in the woods. 

“T had no tools to build with and 
had to eat herbs, grass and the bark 
from trees. In the fall I would store 
up nuts and herbs. 

“Though food was hard to obtain, 
the thing I missed most was tobacco. I 
gradually -lost the 
craving to smoke, 
but when they first 
gave me cigarettes 
at the jail, they 
tasted as good as 
ever. 

“TIT would catch a 
fish sometimes, and 
once in a while a 
muskrat or turtle. 
Turtles are good, 
but hard to fix for 
eating. Muskrat 
meat is good when 
you spread crabap- 
ple juice on it.’ 

Survel talked on 
and on, and only 
jail rules stopped 
the narrative. He 
coniplained of the 
close smell of the 
atmosphere indoors. 

But the recluse 
was not required to 
serve the allotted 
15 days in the county bastile. The 
authorities reasoned that he had conm- 
mitted no great crime in trying to 
wrest from nature a primitive sub- 
sistence, and he was soon released. 

Afterwards he was seen at his home 
in the woods and was asked why he 
came directly back to his shack. He 
replied: 

“Why sbould I stay away? I have 
no folks, no home but this, and I was 
just as glad to get back here as you 
would be to get back to your home 
after being away from it for weeks.”

Two days 

after Survel had 

returned to his crude home on the 
banks of Big Muddy River, two men 
with cameras slung from their shoul- 
ders trudged through the dense under- 
brush along the bank of the river 
searching for the strange man and his 
strange home.

Survel was sitting in a little 
clearing near his house and was 
working on a fish net.

The men crept stealthily through 
the underbrush, hoping to get within 
talking distance before surprising the 
nan. 

But these fears of his sudden exit 
were unnecessary, and when they 
called out, ‘“‘Hello, there, George,’’ 
he replied, “Hello, boys; come 
right in.”’ 

Seated on a nearby log and happy 
with their cordial reception, the vis- 
itors entered friendly conversation 
with the exile and soon had sufficient 
knowledge of the six years’ secluded 
life of the recluse to make a book. 

After talking of the tragic side of 
the experiment and the many hard- 
ships undergone, Survel, with orator- 
ical style and philosophy, related an 
episode which revealed that he yet re- 
tained a sense of humor. 

“It was an accident,’’- said George

Warden caught me. Always when 
fishermen came down the river I 
would hide, but this time some men 
were right in my yard before I saw 
them and we sat down and talked to- 
gether for a while.

I told 
them I had no razor, no shears and no 
soap, and that there was no use in 
washing anyway, because I would soon 
get dirty again.

The roof is 
nearly all made of tin, apparently be- 
ing old tin cans smoothed out and now 
very rusty 

Asked if the roof leaks when it 
rains, Survel said: ‘Yes, in a few 
places, but I will fix it when some 
more old tin cans float down the 
rrver.” 

The knoll on which the strange 
home is located is in reality a peak, 
and high waters entirely surround it 
when the river is flooded, though the 
water has never invaded the home. A 
covered path leads out into the woods, 
but few ever see the winding pathway 

The domicile is rarely invaded, as 
the hut is concealed from view by «mall 
trees. In fact, the hunted outlaws of 
the past never had a more concealed 
hiding place than this. 

Survel's first home since beginning 
his exile was two miles or more from 
his present abode, and the change was
